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Foreword 



The need for a clearinghouse for Higher Education Comprehensive 
Planning documents and reports has been recognized for several years. In 
1971 the Executive Coxincil of the National Association of Executive Directors 
of Higher Education Facilities Commissions appointed a committee to study 
the feasibility of organizing a clearinghouse. As a consequence of the com- 
imttee's work and subsequent actions the Association directed Higher Educa- 
tion Facilities Services to include a dearinghbuse project among its activitie 
Jnitial staffing began in September, 1972. 

The purpose and goals of the Clearinghouse as stated in the Committee 
report include: 

"Provide current annotated bibliography of all pertinent planning pro 
jects from throughout the nation that would be of assistance to State 
Conimissions and NCES; 

"Provide repository for documents and reports on higher education 
facilities planning;. 

"Disseminate important facilities planning information to the states; 

"Maintain liaison with planning officials in each of the states; 

"Provide assistanc'^T^to states entering new areas of planning where 
experience elsewhere may prove beneficial; 

"Encourage interstate cooperation in facilities planning; 

"Promote better performance in any state experiencing problems re- 
lated to the Comprehensive Planning Program; 

"Assist the^states and federal governnient in ensuring the timely sub 
mission of federal reports'; 

. "Make suggestions as to the continuing improvement of the Compre- 
hensive Planning Program to the Division of Academic Facilities 
and the Association of Executive Directors; 

"Present periodic reports of progress of Clearinghouse activities; 
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"Cease existence at such time as these activities are no longer re 
quired or can be more effectively accomplished elsewhere. 

. This Bibliography represents partial fulfilment of the tasking outlined ^ 
above. Suggestions regarding publications and operations of the Clearing- 
house will be welcomed.

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This Bibliography of Higher Education Facilities Publiccttior.s •. .o 
first publication issued by the KEFS Clearinghouse. It has bteen compiled 
from titles listed in the original collection of the North Carolina State Com- 
mission and publications acquired since updating procedures were initiated. 
In September 1972, letters and preliminary^bibliographics were forwarded to 
individ\ial stare project officers for their review. With the tremendous re- 
sponsiveness, and cooperation of these persons, the number of State Commis- 
sion volumes has increased from the original 306 to 445. Even more im- 
portantly, the nximber of states represented has jumped from 46 to 48. 

VvThiie the largest part of the library is authored by State Commissions, 
of no little importance are those analyses, reports, and studies published 
by federal and national agencies. Listed in this bibliography are publica- 
tions from the Office of Education, the National Center for Educational S:a- 
ti^tics (NCES), NCHEMS at WICHE, Ford Grant Research in Administration, 
the Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) and other sources in- 
eluded here under "MiscellaneouK. '■ Publications from, all of these other 
agencies number 94. 

The Clearinghouse does not pretend to have all of the publications on 
all of the facets of physical facilities planning and utilization on its shelves. 
The intention in this first publication is humble and realistic: to provide a 
listing of what is "in the house" for the use of members of the Association. 
Some of the publications listed, printed in the infant days of planning, may 
seem to dim to minirnal importance under the lights of today's sophisticated 
stage of operations. A land of historic reverence shotdd be admitted these 
earlier reports: they are the fore-runners in developing a working vocabu- 
lary that is even now evolving into a distinct language. We are striving for 
a current and continually updated library, but also for an historically inte- 
grated-6ne. 

The vastness in scope of the subject of facilities planning and utilization 
can be seen in quickly scanning the varied title entries that follow. Forth- 
coming publications will attempt to delineate this scope. A listing of basic 
descriptors and content identifiers used in cataloguing, an index classifica- 
tion of the Clearinghouse collection according to subject, and an annotated 
bibliography are projected efforts for making the publications on the shelves 
more accessible to those who will want to use them. 

In cataloguing each publication, the Clearinghouse employs a method 
based on a hyphenated nvimber system: the prefix numbers representing the 
source of the publication and the suffix numbers indicating the order in which 
the publication came into the library. The prefix numbers for publications 
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issued by State Commission and other State agencies are the NCES State 
nximbers* Thus, the first publication on file for the State of Alabama is 
"10-01. All Arkansas publications would begin with "13" and those from 
New York with the number "42. " For sources other than State Commis- 
sions, the prefix n\xmbers were selected more arbitrarily. Since the State 
nximbers begin with "10, " ntimbers preceding "10" were assigned to these 
other sources. Therefore, the prefix numbers for publications issued by 
the Division of Academic Facilities, Office of Education, begin with "01. " 
In the following Bibliography, the number of the publication precedes each 
title entry. References to a publication should identify it by number and 
title.
